ERIE RAILROAD ACCIDENTS. 


Twe Narrow Escapes from Death—Sizga- 
lear Wreek of a Ceal-Train—Hew a 
Teamster was Weke Up. 

From Our Own Oorrespondent. 
MIDDLETOWN, N. Y;,'Thursday, Dec. 7, 1871. 
Two singular accidents occurred on the
